CHANGE OF BASE.

THE BOGUS SAFE ROBBERY.

Wasurneton, D. C., July 7.—The Attorney- 
General has appointed A. G. Riddle to prosecute 
the parties concerned in the bogus safe burglary 
in Dist.-Atty. Harrington's office. Mr. Riddle 
was formerly a member of Congress from Ohio, 
but has been for the past few years practicing 
law in this city. His reputation asa criminal 
lawyer isthe best in the District, and it is be- 
lieved that he wili ferret out the conspiracy in 
all its details. Some opjection to him is based 
on the fact that he was employed by Harrington 
to appear as his counsel before the Investiga- 
tion. Commitiee. He did not, however, render 
any service in that capacity, and bis high stand- 
ing and good character are guarantees that he 
will perform the service to which he has just 
been called faithfully and conscientiously. 

THE BOARD IN SESSION. 

Wasuinoron, D. C., July 7.—The new Board 
of Commissioners to govern the District heid a 
formal meeting, at which were heard the Com- 
missioners of the Fire Department, a delegation 
of uupaid laborers, and the Board of Health, 
with regard to the future conduct of «affairs. 
Gov. Shepherd and Secretary Stanton also ap- 
peared, to give the Board the benefit of their 
views, while Senator Thurman was ou baud to 
explain the significance of the developments ia 
the investigation aud to aid in construiog the 
laws under which the Board was created. The

THE COMMISSIONERS AT WORK. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., July 7.— The new District 
Commissiovers bad another long session to-day, 
and continued the investigation into the affairs 
of the late District Government, Telegrams 
were sent to Morton, Bliss & Co., the First Na- 
tional Bank, New York, aud other banks where 
loans have been hypothecated by the late Dis- 
trict Government, notifying them to present 
their accounts for settlement. It bas beeu ascer- 
tained that it will require about $225,000 to pay 
the interest due on the Ist inst., $475,000 to re- 
deem securities pledged, and nearly $60,000 to 
pay the clerical force and workmen, thus ex- 
haus ing nearly all the appropriation of $1,300,- 
000 made at the last session of Congress. 

Messrs. Dennison, Blow,and Ketchum the newly 
appointed Commissioners of the District of Colum. 
bia, having completed their brelimmaiy exam1- 
nation of the affairs of the District, unanimously 
agreed upon a general system of retrenchment, 
this afternoon theypromulgateda series of orders 
which will immediately effect the following 
changes in the District officers of the Govern- 
ment: The accounts and duties of the Auditor of 
the Board of Public Works are transferred to 
the Auditor of the District. Those of the 
Assessor of the Board of Public Works are trans- 
ferred to the Superintendent of Assessments, 
and to the Collector of che District, the As- 
sessor of the Board & Public Works having 
heretofore performed both the duties of the 
assessment and collection of taxes for special 
improvements. 

THE BOOKS AND ACCOUNTS 
of the Treasurer of the Board of Public Works 
are transferred to the Comptroller of the Dis- 
trict, and all money and securities now in the 
Treasury of the Board are directed to be de- 
posited in the Treasury of the United States, 
gubject to the order of the Com missioners. 

The Surveyor of the District and the inspector 
and tapper of water-mains are placed under the 
orders of the Engineer of the Commission, 
Lieut. Hoxie; all other officers and employes of 
the Board of Public Works are discharged. 
These number about 130, and include superin- 

assistant engibeers, clerks. etc., some 
of whom, however, are inted. 

In the reorganization 

the offices of Register and Deputy- 
of the District are abolished, their du- 
ties to devolve upon the present Comptroller of 
the Disérict.

New York, July 7.—A newspaper correspond - 
ent notes an interview he had at Ems with 
Count Borodinsxzi, who is known at St. Peters- 
burg as the Emperor of Russia, aod which the 
correspondent says he obtained in harmony with 
diplomatic customs, which have been the study 
of the best part of his life. The Emperor's 
share in the conversation is given as follows: 
1 bave heard nothing which contd lead me to 
the belief that war is probable. I do not under- 
stand how it could happen at present. I am 
not aware of anything at this moment which 
could result in a European war. The mission 
of Russia in Asia is one of civilization. We 
have no desire for conquest, and have 
repeatediy neglected and refused opportu- 
nities of annexing territory. Many ro- 
forms have been recently made in the 
Ottoman Empire, and more are projected. 
Isee no reason to apprehend troubles in the 
East. Russiais in friendly relations with all 
countries, The object of the Brussels Congress 
is to mitigate the disasters of warfare. It has 
nothing to do with the probabilities of it.“ 

«Toa remark of the correspondenu, that it 
has been observed, with various comments, that 
your Majesty did not pay a visit to Paris on your 
way to England, the Emperor replied: “‘I had 
no reason to goto Paris. Laris was not in my 
une of route. I went to England to see my 
daughter.” 

And to a further remark of the correspondent, 
that the people of the United States of America 
would be gratified if be were permitted to con- 
vey to them the assurance of His Majesty's 
friendship and good will, the Emperor answered: 
“Certainly. I bave always felt great esteem for 
the American people.”

Spriverrg.p, III., July 7.—The following is 
Inspection Rule 5, as amended by the Board of 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners: 

Rule 5,—The said Chief Inspector is hereby author- 
ized to collect until further notice on all grain in- 
spected under his direction, as follows: For “in” 
inspection, 20 cents per 1 35 cepts per 1,000 
bushels from canalboata. For out“ imspéction, 35 
cents per 1,000 bushels to vesselg ; 30 cents per car 
load to cars; 25 cents per car-load to teams; 10 cents 
per wagon-load to teams, 

lt was farther ordered that this change take 
effect July 15, 1874. This is a reduction of 25 
per cent on the rule of fees beiore this amend- 
ment, and is supposed to be warranted by the 
condition of the Inspection Department.

Taxes in South Carolina are getting heavy and 
land, as promised, is getting cheap. Taxation in 
that State is tantamount to confiecation. The 
taxes are piaced at such a figure that they cannot 
be paid, and thus the land must be sur- 
rendered to the State. In the County of 
Charleston alone, over 2,900 pieces of real 
estate have already been forfeited for non-pay- 
ment of taxes. The Rings, and the papers 
controlled by them, have industriously circulat- 
ed the report that the case of Charleston is aa 
exceptional one. But it is not. During the 
present year there have, in nineteen counties in 
South Carolina, been sold for taxes, 93,239 acres, 
equivalent to 146 square miles, besides which 
$43,971 acres have been forfeited to the State. 
The poor negroes, who by iodustry have saved 
enough to purchase a small farm, have in this 
way been deprived of their property, as well as 
the whites. It is remarked that in the counties 
where there are more whites than blacks, or 
about an equal number of whites and blacks, the 
quantity of land sold for taxes is very emall,—« 
fact which the Charleston News explains by the 
superior frugality, energy, and controlling in- 
finence of the whites, which have enabled the 
owners of land to save it from the hammer of 
the auctioneer. 


IR. BLAINE’S ADDRESS. 

Speaker Biaine’s address to his constituents 
accepting a renomination to Congress, appears 
to be a bid-for the Protectionist vote in the next 
National Republican Convention. We say ap- 
pears to be,” for a careful reading of huis letter 
shows that he does not commit himself unre- 
servedly to the Protection theory, although he 
employs their shibboleth in the free and easy 
manner of one who could an’ if he would. It is 
probable that the great Iron and Steel Associa- 
tion and the great Wool and Woolen Association 
will require something more /specitic before they 
write the word Blaine on their ballots in 1876.

But while Mr. Biaine leaves something to be 
desired in the way of plainness of speech, he 
contributes his influence practically to the 
Protectionists, and to the meavest section of 
them, by denouncing the Reciprocity Treaty. 
It is well known that must of the Protection 
newspapers, as well as mavy statesmen who 
Claim to belong to that school, have declared 
themeelves satisfied with the treaty. Not so the 
narrow-minded bigots who scent danger in every 
relaxation of the tariff. This class oppose the 
treaty not because the treaty itself contains any 
barm, but because of its bad example. Mr 
Blaine is also opposed to the example, though 
not on Protectionist grounds. The ground upon 
which hé places his opposition, however, is not 
of much consequence, so far as relates to the 
immediate thing in hand, viz., killing the 
treaty. If that can be done, the bigots will be 
thankful, and they will not stop to split hairs 
with Mr. Blaine on constitutional questions, as 
to whether the Senate bas « right to pass « 
treaty involving a discontinuance of customs 
duties. 

It is possible that Mr. Blaine has reached the 
conclusion that the Republican party is » 
Protectionist party, and that all who are not 
Protectionists have gone out of it; consequently 
that it becomes bim to publicly recognize the 
fact. If this be his conclusion, we think he is 
not far wrong. We think also that whether the

THE DROUGHT AND THE CORN-CROP. 
There are some portions of this State and of 
Iowa where there has been no rain since the 
corn was planted, unless there was a rainfall at 


the most productive sections of the corn-produc- 
ing belt! The corn has been growing finely, giv- 
ing promise of a very large crop; but within the 
last few days there have come reports that 16 
was endangered by the continuance of the 
drought and the unasually hot weathey 
It is true that corn does not stand 
so much in need of rain as other crops, 
Nature has furnisbed it with means of catching 
and absorbing other moisture, but nevertheless 
it must perish in case of a total failure of rain. 
The indications of a protracted drought, and the 
present condition of the growthg crop, are such 
that yesterday orders were received here from 
the rural districts to purchase largely at present 
prices. The result was an advance in the 
prices of both corn and oats, the latter also 
suffering ‘for the want of rain. Should 
there be no change in the weather, and the 
drought be protracted until the growing corn and 
oats be both materially injured, there will bea 
large advance in the prices of both, The antici- 


would exceed that of any previous year, there 
being an increased area planted, and the first 
start of the crop being very promising. In some 
places it is represented that the corn is already 
dry, and the leaves burned, but this is probably 
an exaggeration, A change in the weather and 
a general rain, unless too long delayed, will have 
the effect of saving the crops of both corn and 
oats, both of which are in some danger without it. 


THE SMOKE-NUISANCE. 

Our beautiful Chicago is fast becoming a Sty- 
gian pit of soot and coal smoke, which not even 
the free breezes of the lake and prairie are able 
to sweep away. In the blazing heat of these 
July days, when doors and windows are neces- 
sarily open to admit the air, all through the 
business part of the city and the manutacturing 
districts clouds of this suffocating smoke drift 
into the offices and spartments of the people, 
blackeoing everything jt touches, spoiling costly 
goods, choking men, women, sad children, dis- 
coloring buildings, and constituting a great, 
permanent, and pervading nuisance, which grows 
more unsightly and intolerable year by year. 
Seen from a distance, the city looks like the cra- 
ter of some vast volcano, and on days when 
there is little or no air stirring, the sunlight is 
obscured by the diabolical blackness which «ct- 
tles down upon the busiest thoroughfares. 

And what are we going to do aboutit? We 


must have steam-engines and steam-eclevators 


and all sorts of steam things to carryon the 
work of a great city. We cannot dispense with 
these it is true, but we can, if we will, abate the 
smoke-nuisance, or reduce it to a minimum. 
There are several contrivances for consuming 
the smoke of furnaces which are both cheap and 
economical. They not only consume the smoke 
but they add to the heat-producing qualities of 
the fuel, and thereby effect a saving of coal. 
Almost every owner of a steam-engine would 
willingly put such an apparatus on his furnace 
if he knew that everybody else was required to 
do the same, but, so long as nobody is comp alled, 
nobody will take any pains to abate a mere 
fraction of the general nuisance when the bene- 
ficial result would be imperceptible in the ag- 
gregate. It is clearly within the competency of 
the City Council to compel the use of some 
apparetus for consuming smoke by every pro- 
prietor of a furnace within the city limits. No 
man, and no number of men, have aright to 
establish a nuisance for which there is 80 easy 
and inexpensive aremedy. if they do eo, it is the 
bounden duty of the City Government to com- 
pel the application of the remedy. If every Al- 
derman could be condemned to live a shert sea- 
son in close proximity to one of those black- 
vomiting chimneys, it would not be long ere 
effectual means would be found to rid our beau- 
tiful Chicago of the smoke-nuisance. 
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THE MILL RIVER VERDICT. 

The Coroner’s jury, in the Mili River disaster, 
has given its verdict, and fixed the blame of the 
catastropLe on so many shoulders that it 
practically holds no one guilty of it and its fright- 
ful consequences. The offense has been par- 
celed out among the Legislature, the proprie- 
tors of the reservoir, the engineers, the con- 
tractors, andthe County Commissioners. The 
Legislature is censured for granting a charter to 
William Skinner, Joel Haydea, Lewis Bodman, 
and others, with corporate powers to construct a 


dam 45 feet high, flowing a basin of 104 acres, 


and holding 600,000,000 galions of water, at the 
height of from 350 to 800 feet above eight vil- 
lages within a radius of eleven miles, 
without requiring «a guarantee that the 
construction should be safe. The Legis- 
lature of Massachusetts ought to have known 
enough of statics, and dynamics, and mechanics. 
to understand that there was great danger mn 
permitting so slight a barrier only to be opposed 
to so great a force, There ought to have been 
science enough in the ranks of ite members to 
enable it to see that the charter granted to 
Skinner, Hayden, Bodman, and others, was a 
conveyance to them, by written instrument, of 
the power of life and death over the innocent 
inhabitants of eight prosperous towns; a turn- 
ing over to the tender mercies of a few miser- 
able, miserly, short-sighted speculators of their 
property and lives, unless the reservoir was 
made safe,—a thing which the Legislature should 
have placed beyond a peradventure. They 
Ought to have seen this. They did not. Not 
even one of them possessed common sense 
enough, to say nothing of scientific attainment, 
to see what he was doing when he granted a 
charter to a body of men to construct 
as they wished a dam 45 feet in 
height, with a basin containing 600,000,000 
gallons, at aheight of 800 feet above ome: of 
the villages, without requiring any guarantee 
for the segurity of life and property below. 
The Legislature of Massachusetts must there- 
fore shoulder some share of the crime by 
which so many precious lives were lost and so 
much valuable property destroyed. The next 
party tothe great wrong are the avaricious, 
grasping proprietors of the reservoir, They are 
to blame for preferring their own profit to the 
public safety, The cost of construction, they 
insisted, should be the smallest poesible, which 
was only another way of insisting that the se- 
curity for life and property should be the least 
possible compatible with their having a reservour 
at all. The Building Committee of the Mill 
River and Williamsbarg Company knew just 
evough about such constructions to make them 
choose the cheapest as the best. Not strength, or 
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cheapness, cheapness only. A cheapness gynon- 
ymous with rottenness, and in this instance, with 
death and destruction, was the sole reason of the 
preference they gave the plan on which the 
damnable contrivance was built. They were so 
devoted to cheapness that they would not have 
an engineer; and they accordingly resolved 
themselves into an engineering corps. It is 
true they had an engineer at one time, but he 
was an engineer only in name, and they under- 
took to control him asasubordinate. Fenn, the 
nominal engineer, gave speeffications ambiguous 
in terms and defective in detail. No com- 
petent engineer superintended the work, 
and Fenn plan did not provide either 
tor safety or durability. “From the 
first breaking of ground for the foundation to 
the completion of the job, the active work of 
the job was without an hour's attendance of an 
engineer who understood his business.” The 
contractors, like the proprietors and engineers, 
were guilty of great negligence, probably be- 
cause of the same cheap policy noted above. 
The specifications were bad enough, but, bad as 
they were, they were not faithfully followed by 
Bassett & Wells, the contractors. The Board of 
County Commissioners approved the structure 
thus w planned and worse constructed. 
They had power to call in experts to examine the 
structure, bat did not do so. They had 
power to fear down the reservoir and 
repair it at the expense of i the 
company, an@ did not. Clearly, they are 
not without blame; but the chief biame rests 
on the propriétors who, to save a few dollars, 
jeopardized tho lives of over a hundred innocent 
persona, and fai lost them. It would ver- 
haps have been “better had the jury confined 
their censure @iggardly proprietors, who 
are the real cri im the case. The Legis- 
lature, of course, is mot without blame, nor the 
the Board of Commissioners ; but then neither 
are the people of Massachusetts who elected 
the Legislature, bor the good people of the 
County of Hampshire who piaced the County 
Commissioners iu office. : 
NEW MEXICO. 

During the days of ox sod mule trains the 
trade of New Mexico was monopolized by St. 
Louis. Now that the Kansas Pacific Railway 
and another great line from Topeka up the Ar 
kansas River to within 100 miles of Pueblo have 
rendered New Mexico much more accessible to 
all parts of the Union, the attention of the 
country is beginning to turn in that direction. 
Items like the following, which we cut from one 
of our New Mexican exchanges, cannot fail to 
interest manufactagers and business men gen- 


erally: 

A correspondent writing from Pajarito says that 
there were recently shorn at that place 48,000 head of 
sheep belonging to Don Jose L. Parea, This gave em- 
ployment to over 100 men, who each clipped on an 
average 100 head of sheep per day, The price paid for 
shearing was two cents per bead, 

Not only does New Mexico produce wool very 
cheaply, and some other articles which will bear 
transportation by railway, but its mountains are 
exceedingly rich in the precious as well as the 
useful metals. 

Lying south of Colorado, the Territory of New 
Mexico is divided into high mountain spurs of 
the great Rocky Mountain chain and elevated 
valleys, most of which require irrigation to make 
them productive. In much, if sot most, of the 
country the rivers and mountain streams afford 
an abundance of waver for that purpose. The Rio 
Grande, which has its source amid the highest 
peaks of the Rocky, Mountgins in Colorado, runs 
from north to south enturely through the Terri- 
tory. The San Juan, the Colorado, and the 
Gila drain the western slopes of the Sierra 
Madre. The Pecos drains the eastern section 
of the Territory. These valleys are from 
tive to eight thousand feet above the 
sea, and the climate is dry and exceedingly 
healthy, The smallest percentage of lung dis- 
eases (consumption in its varied forms) is found 
in New Mexico. 

The majority of the people are a mixture of 
the old Spanpiarde with the Indians, and not 
much can be said in favor either of their indus- 
try or of their intelligence and morals. But 
within the last half dozen years many emicrants 
from the adjoining States and Territories have 
settled in New Mexico, in anticipation of a sub- 
stantial progress sure to be developed in a very 
few years. Though railway building has been 
stopped for a time, one or more of the Arkansas 
Valley roads will reach New Mexico before many 
years pass. Our exchanges report considerable 
stimulus already felt in the price of real estate, 
and in some departments of business, in antici- 
pation of that event. 
= But the gold and silver mines of New Mexico 
are to be the source from which a rapid ad vance- 
ment in wéalth and population may.be expected. 
For nearly 300 years they have been worked in 
the shiftless manner usual among the Mexicans. 
Yankee enterprise and thrift will soon change 
all this. In the southwestern part of the Terri- 

tory, where the richest mines are known to 
exist, the Indians are still exceedingly trouble- 
some, and, until a sufficient population can get in 
there to keep them in check, not much can be 
done m developing the mines. In some sec- 
tions, however, @ very considerable success is 
reported. The Mining Life has the following :

RAILROAD EARNINGS IN 1873. 
Poor’s Manual of Railroads for 1873” fur- 
nishes some information that perhaps will be 
surprising. Notwithstanding the panic of Sep- 
tember, and the subsequent suspension and 
prostration of so much business, the railroads 


In 1871 
there were built in this country 7,660 miles of 
railway; in 1872 there were 6,167 miles; and in 
1878 there were 3,916 miles. In the three years 
there were built no leas than 17,748 miles of 
railway, the most of which bas been unpro- 
ductive, and a large portion not earning 
enough to pay operating expenses, much less 


pay interest on bonds. Many of these railways 


have been built on the no cash system; that is 
to say, exclusively on credit, in many cases there- 
by doubling the cost of the construction. But it 
will be seen that the business of building rail- 
ways received a decided check before the 
panic struck it a crushing blow. The work had 
been overdone, and ihe market wes overloaded 
with railroad bonds, representing more than the 


to pay the cost of rung the trains. At the 
close of 1873 there were completed 71,000 miles 
of railway. At the close of 1872 there were 
completed in the United States 66,237 miles of 
railway, which were in operation in 1873. There 
was outstanding and supposed to represent the

This sum imeludes, in addtion to the actual 
cash cost, the watered stock, and the bonds and 
stock voted as gratuities to the construction com- 
panies, etc. 

The earnings of these railways for 1873 were

penses averaged 65 per cent, leaving 35 
per cent as net earnings. While & 
large number of roads defaulted in 
the payment of interest on bonds and passed 
dividends, there was paid in cash for dividends 
on stock, $67,120,000, or an average of 3.45 per 
cent on the aggregate par value of capital stock, 
and $116,700,000 as interest on bonds, equal to 
6.25 per cent on the whole bonded indevtedness 
of all the roads, Omitting the railroads,— 
mainly speculative and built in advance of any 
business recently,—which defaulted, the divi- 
dends for 1878, computed on stock and bonds 
swollen far beyond the honest cost of the rail- 
way, were not only liberal but promptly paid. 

These figures compare well, notwithstanding 
the year 1873 was for four months stricken with 
a panic, with the figures of 1872.

These figures are on the lines of railway ac- 
tually in operation im 18738. There was an 
increase over 1872 in the amount of capital stock 
and debt of about 20 per cent, which represented 
the increased mileage.. The gross earnings in 
1872 were 14.75 per cent upon the total capital 
and debt, and in 1873 were about 14 per cent; 
thus, notwithstanding the increase of capital by 
the construction of the 6,000 miles of new 
roads in the year previous, which new roads | 
were mostly non- productive, the propor- 
tionate business of the railways, as shown 
by their gross earnings, was hardly less than 
that of 1872. Upon the old-established roads 
the increase of business was general and large, 
but the introduction of 6,000 miles of new rail- 
way which earned nothing above its operating 
expenses kept the average of the whole country 
down to the level of 1872. 

The average of operating expenses of 1878, of 
all the railroads in the country old and new, was 
65 per cent of the gross earnings.

story in substance was that bis mother, 
with his aid, had about January last visited many 
of the places in Brooklyn ow Sundays, aad by 
purchases had oLtained the most direct evidence 
against the sellers. Shortiy before the trials of 
these mou, in April last, it was well known that 
Mrs. Eaglish and ber son were the principal wit- 
nesses for the Goverument, and that the 
defeodants were willing to sacrifice much to save 
themselves the punishment which would be 
meted out to them if they were convicted. About 
the ist of April young English said he met two 
men in a team on a street near his home, while 
out on aa erraad to a butcher's shop. 

The men asked to be directed to a certain 
str which he did, and that after doing his 
errand at the butcher's, and while returning 
home he met the same men again. These 
men in the meautime said they bad missed 
their way and asked him to get in with them 
and show the way personally. He acquiesced 
in the request, and soon after getting into the 
team ove of the men clapped a haud over his 
mouth to prevent any outcry, and subsequeatiy 
when in a lonesome local! y made him drink 
some liquid out of a black bottle. This was all 
that young English could remember, and. con- 
tinuing his story, said that when he became oon- 
scious he was in a dark room in some place he 
could not exactly describe, but which he sup- 
roses was pear a river, because he could dis- 
tinctly hear the noise of water aod the whisties 
such as are made by steamboats. He was fed 
on bread and milk and was not allowed anything 
else. After living im this piace for several 
«weeks, the same man who abducted him came in 
one day and preseuted an old black bottle, in ap- 
pearance identical with the one from whieh he 
had taken bis firet draught soop after getting 
into the team with the man near his home. 

The next English remembered was thai be was 
im a steam-car with one of his keepers, who re- 
fused to give him any information of where he was 
being taken. After a ride of several hour, the 
bottle, which plays a prominent part in the 
story, was again brought iato requisition as be- 
fore, and the next ugheh remembered be was 
in a house occupied by pone others than an old 
man and woman, who told him they had adopted 
him, and that thereafter he was to change his 
name, Fred, to “Albert.”

There is no small stir just now in this Jerusa- 
lem of modern Saints. I suppose there is al- 
ways a fair degree of excitement from the irri- 
tating effects of the two hetorogeneous civiliza- 


| tions existing here. But matters are stirred to 


an unusual commotion now by —— events, — 
the first in order (though last in date) being the 
military order of the War Department; the seo- 
ond, the Order of Enoch ;” and the third, the 


Poland bill. 
THE MILITARY ORDER 

was aimed to suppress the action of the civil 
authorities of Salt Lake in arresting and pun- 
shing drunken and disorderly soldiers on leave 
of absence from Cdmp Douglas, who daily and 
nightly throng the city, and set all law at de- 
fiance. The very statement of the 
case shows the folly of the order of 
the War Department. The city author 
ities very properly continued to protect the 
citizens against the assaults of the lawless sol- 
dier, as well as all others. The arrest of the 
firet soldier after the issuance of the order was 
met by a demand by Gen. Morrow for, his re- 
lease, anda refusal by the police authorities. 
Thereupon the doors of the jail were forced, and 
the soldier rescued by a military squad from the 
camp. So much for excitement No. 1. 

“ THE ORDER OF ENOCH” 
is anew religious order emanating from the 
Great Head of the Church,” intended, we are 
to presume, for the more compleie sanctification 
of its members; though, on this point, I can’t 
speak with confidence, not being able to secure 
atext of the ‘‘revelation” treating the order. 
The salient features of it, however, as ex- 
pounded by Bishop Taylor in the Tabernacie, 
seem to aim at the Apostolic idea of the sur- 
render by the faithful of ali their goods into s 
common pool“ for the common benefit. This 
in Apostolic times answered very well, while 
love and faith were all ablaze, even 
though Ananias and wife failed to taxe sufficient 
stock in it to get much benetit from it in this 
world. And our “ Latter-Day Saints” seem to 
stand in awe of their fearful experience, and to 
prefer to have nothing to do with this new 
“order” of things. Tne Church is considerably 
vexed and distressed at this spirit of worldliness, 
and labors unceasingly to goad the brethren up 
to the striking point. The weaker and poorer 
sisters of them give in, hoping to gain more 
than they lose by it. But the wealthier brethren 
‘can't see it” in that light. They have had the 
industry, sense, and luck, to be “seized” of 
a goodly estate, and they don't feel called upon 
to divide up with Brigham Young or any other 
man. The consequence is, not exactly a row or 
an open rupture in the Church, but a very wide 
oper ing of eyes on the part of many Saini® and 
new views of ** orthodoxy” enter thereat, and 
these dissenters are very apt to take their hats 
and go over to the Gentiles. The end is not yet, 
but it is conceded that this Order-of-Enoch 
business is the grand mistake of Brigham 
Young's career, and is likely to solve a problem 
thet the wisoom of Congress has proved itse. f

THE POLAND BILL, 

as it passed the House, has created a more gen- 
eral excitement taan either of the ‘* orders ” 
afore-mentioned. Tuis excitement takes hold 
of Sainte aud einvers alike. The former are 
highly exercised at the prospect of bemg de- 
spoiled of their sweet monopoly in creatuare- 
comforts, and the latter by the hope that this 
Solomon business shall have a pause before all 
the fair women of the Territory shall have be- 
come bes ed“ to the lascivious Saints. 
This qvestion, like all others that have a 
woman involved in them, is a very exciting one, 
and over it the men on both sides are likely to 
lose their judgments. That the law should 
interfere to avate or abolish the practice of 
bigamy and polygamy in Utah and elsewhere, 
docs not admit a denial. Bat the metbods 
adopted by the law fur the suppression of an 
evil may be more pernicious in their far-reach- 
lag resuits than the evil it seeke to eradicate.

IN THE HEART OF AFRICA. 


Dr. Schweinfurth’s Strange Adven- 
tures Among the Negroes—The Mon- 
butteos—Hediscovery of the mies 
of Merodotus. 

From the New York World, 

The African travele: is the Princess Sherezade 
of our ceatury. Hie stories are even more von- 
derful than those of that voluble lady, and are 
entitled to a credence which she did not attempt 
to claim, The latest and most entertaining of 
these narrators is Dr. Schweinfurth, whose 
Heart of Africa” has just been iseued by the 
Harpefs. Inspired with the ardor of his profes- 
sion (a botanist), he explored the country be- 
tween Khartoum and the —— and made 
some of the most remarkable discoveries of this 
age. He rela es a furious attack of bees while 
traveling up the White Nile: 

Without any foreboding of ill I was my 
plants in the cabin, when I heard all around mes 
scampering, which I took to be merely the frblics of 
my peopie, as that was the order of tue day. I called 
out to Inquire the mealing of the noise, but only got 
excited gestures and reproacbful loc ks in answer. fre 
cry soon broke upon my ear, and I proceeded to light 
a pipe. The attempt was enthely in vain. In an in- 
stant bees in thousands are stout me, and I am re- 
morselessly stung all over my face and bends, Losing 
well-nigh all control over myself, I fling myself in 
despair into the river. I dive down, but all in vain, 
for the stings rain down still upon my Not 
heeding the warnings of my people, I creep through 
the reed grass to the swampy bank. The grass lacer- 
ates my ds, and I try to gin the mainland, hoping 
to find a shelter in the woods, All at once four 
— hands seize me and drag me back with such 
orce that I think I must be chokea in the mud. I am 
compelled to go bak, and flight is not to be thought 
of. In the cooling moisture I had so far recovered my 
self-possession that it occured to me to drag a sheet 
from my chest; and this at last I found some protec- 
tion, but I had first gradually to crush the bees waich 
I had inclosed with me within the covering, Cower- 
ing down convuisively, I lingered out three full hours, 
while the buzzing cont nued uhinterruptediy, and sol- 
itary stings penetrated peri through the 
linen, 

The feature of bis explogationa, which rival 
all those of recent travelers, is his discovery of 
a new race whose civilization was considerabl 
in advance of all che other nations of Cent 
Africa. Thisland of Monbatto hes between 3 
and 4 degrees north latitude, and 28 and 29 de- 
grees east longitude, in tue bears of Africa. I; 
does nut cover an area of more than 4,000 square 
miles, but has an aggregate population of about 
500,000, under avery disst. net form of monar- 
chial government. 

Five per ceut of the people who inhabit this 
land have light, frizzied hau—not light as it 1s 
with us, bu: of a bempen tinge. The complex- 
ion is also of a lighter tint than that of the sur- 
rounding nations. In these respects, as in the 
sickly expression of the eyes, they show signs 
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| of albinism. Dr. Schweinfurth. who has paid 


much attention to pbrenology and made a col- 
fetion of skulls, observed that the skulls of 
these Moubutto people recailed in many ways 
the-tyre of the Semutic tribes. In their clothes 
as in their color they differ from the surround- 
ing nations. Costume is s matter of rule. 
Weaving is unsnown, but the material for 
clothes is obtained from the bark of the fig tree, 
which, biuised and soaked in some decoction 

resembles brown woolen stuff. This, fastened 
at the waist, covers the body of the men from 
the breast to the knees. The women go almost 
entirely naked. He writes: 

The women can be distinguished from one another 
by the different tattooed figures in bands 
a Toss the breast and back along the sh ers; their 
bodies moreover are painted with an almost inexhaus- 
tible variety of patterns, stars, aud Maltese cro: ses ; 
bees and flowers sre ail enlisted as designs ; at one 
time the body is covered with stripes like s sole, on 
at another witn irregular spots aud dots likes 5 
I have seen these women streaked with veins like mar- 
ble, and even covered with squares like a chess-board, 
At the t festivals every Monbutto lady endeavors 
to outshine her compeers, and accordingly applies all 
her powers of invention to the adornment of her per- 
gon. — 2 last for about two days, when they 
are carefully rubbed off and replaced by new designs, 

The coiffure of both sexes is alike, and con- 
sists of a long cylindrical chignon. The weapons 
of the Monbuito people are numerous, They 
carry shields, lances, bows, arrows, scimetars, 
daggers, and knives. Living in a country 
whose soil is filled with iron, the smiths have be- 
come very expert. Their ornamental chains, m 
refinewent of form and finish, vie wiih the best 
steel chairs of European workmanship. Their 
ornaments are made of copper, and these two 
metals. iron and copper, e the piace of gold 
and silver with us. The perfection of their 
metal instruments lead them to excel 
wood carving. They are the onl 
African nation using the graving-too 
with a single edge. They manufacture stools, 
tables. platters,—ornamenting them,—and even 
little fancy boxes. They also excel in pottery— 
their water-bottles, for symmetry, rivaling the 
best examples of Egyptian art. These are gen- 
erally decorated in a raised pattern or with orna- 
mental figures. But their skill is shown in 
nothing more fully than their architecture. The 
hall of the King’s palace is about 150 feet in 
length, 60 feet in breadth, and 50 feet high, and 
there dimevsions are combined with lightness of 
character aud solidity of structure. Dr. Schwein- 
furth is unqualified im his admiration : 

Considering the pert of Africa in which these halls 
were found, one might be justified in them 
wonders of the world, I hardly know, with all our 
building resources, what material we could have em- 
ployed, except it were whalebone of sufficient lightness 
and durability to erect structures like these royal balls 
of Munza, capable of withstanding the storms

Africa. They differ from other races in being 
undersized, their average height being four fees 
seven inches, and by a rededr and brighter 
complexion.
